N o m atter w h at 
the m ake-up of the jury , howev er, in ev ery instance it 
has been found that th e y are willing and anx ious to ar­ 
riv e at a proper v erdict. * During the y ear referred to not 
a single instance of a juror questioning in the slightest 
d egree the w isdom of any law of the U nited States of 
Am erica has been encountered, or refusing to assist in 
the punishment of its v iolators because the law w as new 
to him or it did not m e et with his approv al. 
In short, 
ju d gin g from the action of the juries in the federal court, 
it appears ev ident 
th at the people 
of the territory 
of 
H awaii are satisfied w ith annex ation, and believ e in up­ 
holding all of the law s of the United States within the 
territory .”

Almost 
nine-tenths of all state tax rev enue from 
am ong the forty -eight states, accruing to the states for 
Mate purposes, com e from the follow ing eight sources: 
State property tax , « personal 
income tax , corporate in­ 
come tax , cigaret tax , retail sales tax , gasoline tax , motor 


v ehicle tax , and liquor tax . 


Constitutional limitations prev ent incom e tax ation, 
and Gov ernor Horner, for some reason, has held to the 
idea that the sales tax is more painless than the property 
tax for state purposes. 
Property ow ners hav e statistical 
proof from y ear to y ear concerning increases in tax es 
on their property . 
Ex penditures for state purposes hav e 
been sky -high during the last few y ears, but with use of 
the sales tax proceeds for state purposes, the pay m ent 
d oe sn ’t make such a hole in the bank account, does not 
put in jeopardy the title to the home, and enables the 
pay er to pay his tax es on the installment plan, not merely 
from month to month, but from meal to meal. 
The occupational 
tax , operated 
on the sales tax 
plan, is not a hidden tax . 
It is an ev er apparent one. 
Of course, w e know an effort w as m ade to hide it in the 
prices of articles without disclosing how much was tax , 
but there had grow n up a sort of standard practice con­ 
cerning sales tax es on gasoline in Illinois and on general 
m erchandise in other states, by w hich the customer is 
giv en 
an item ized tax , 
and the effort to hide the tax 
failed. 
H ow much 
the tax burden 
actually is shifted by 
c h an g es in process is an unanswered question, because 
tax p ay ers hav e a w ay of passing on their burden to 
others. But the fact remains that the burden of tax ation 
is on all the people. 
Senator Searcy say s that the property tax prior to 
the present administration v aried from y ear to y ear, but 
in the last y ear of its operation it w as 50 cents on a v alu ­ 
ation of 100 dollars, and that on the basis of present e x ­ 
penditures it would ran ge from $1.50 to $2 on 100 dol­ 
lars. 
In 
other words, 
the state tax has been taken off 
property , but the public pay s three to four times as much 
in sales tax es. 


HAW AII EQUAL RIGHTS COMMISSION 
H aw aii has an equal rights commission, created by 
the territorial legislature in an act that d esignates am ong 
p ow ers and duties that: 
“ The com mission shall also make a th orou gh study 
of all aspects of statehood for Hawaii and the adv isa­ 
bility of subm itting the issue to plebiscite at some future 
d ate .” 
E v ery b od y wants som e thin g he d oe sn ’t hav e. 
Fili­ 
pinos want independence, Porto Ricans want som ething 
different 
from w h at th ey hav e. 
H aw aii 
wants state­ 
hood. 
The United States, being the most reasonable of 
all, because the most enlightened, w ants to sell ev ery ­ 
thing high and buy ev ery thing low. 
Of all these, 
H aw aii’s wants 
can be granted, and 
ev entually may be. 
In its 
activ ities the 
equal rights 
com m ission 
does 
not 
indicate 
impatience. 
Statehood, 
m ay or m ay not be a political issue on which men ride 
into office in the islands, as in d ep en d en ce b ecam e a v e­ 
hicle in the Philippines. 
In a p am p hlet dissem inating facts relativ e to the 
history of H aw aii, the com mission concludes the pages 
dev oted to the early era with the assertion: 
“ H aw aii thus took its place with the great state of 
T ex as as the only tw o portions of the nation which en­ 
tered the Union v oluntarily , and neither by purchase nor 
by con q uest; nor by discov ery nor by occupation.” 
It is probable that the constituent parts of the popu­ 
lation may hav e som ething to do with statehood when it 
b ecom es a heated issue. 
The analy sis of the 
popula­ 
tion by the commission is enlightening. 
The last census of H aw aii taken before annex ation 
in 18 9 8 w as that of 18 9 6 . 
It sh ow ed 19 0,020 inhabit­
